•.One of the very definite costs in the 
operation of an automobile, according' 
to the proprietor of-the Willard Ser 
vice Station, is ele.ctrical;-currenti :

crank their engine and light their road 
at night, as a free gift of the manu- 
facturer. . Something which, like the 
frame or wheels of their car, is part 
of the car and 
needs

whatever.

To a certain degree if a motorist is 
careful, the electric current consumec 
is almost a gift. It is a by-product ol 
the energy of the motor. But, .the bat- 
tery "which holds the energy in'readi- 
ness for instant use, will not last for- 
ever. It is going to wear out in time. 
The price of a battery then, spread 
over the length of -time that .the bat- 
tery lasts, might 'be called the cost ol 
the electric current. 


Added to ,thli "are'.other" necessary 
costs'; 
For instance, the wise motor- 
ist has his battery taken down ' an'd 
thoroughly inspected, and perhaps the 
insulation' renewed -every season. This 
a,dds-"-to "the cost of electric cranking 
and lighting:. In winter if he stores his 
car he will.see that. hi* -battery:is-7left 
in "safe'fiands. 
This means storing at 


the> Willard Service ;Station or in 
similar place in .charge of a 
battery 
eStfiert This again 'adds to the cost of 
electricity, on the automobile. 
~ 


• Th'e' motorist who .realizes the im- 
portance- of his storage battery has no 
lirthe'r co|t than this. Care is. neces- 
Bary. however. If he is to keep -his bat- 
' t«ry cost at this minimum. 
He must 
*ee to it that his battery is filled reg- 
ularly: with distilled" water. 
He must 
have his battery tested - regularly with 
the hydr.ometer syringe", either doing- 
this himself or letting the Servjce Sta- 
tion do it. He should take advantage 
of all the battery service that is of- 
fered -by-battery manufacturers, for by 
keeping in touch with Service Stations 
and letting the expert look the battery 
over,. he is very 
frequently able to 
forestall battery trouble. 
He should 
see that his battery is neither starved 
nor overheated. 
In short he should 
keep an eye on his battery and give 
tlie same attention that he does the 
other parts of his machine. 
Of course, the cost of the electric 
conveniences on an automobile varies 
with the car-owner. A doctor, for in- 
stance, who makes short runs and 
many stops, naturally involving a great 
deal of cranking, must assuredly have 
his battery charged occasionally 
at 
the Service Station;" for the machine 
lias not run far enough to allow tfrc 
generator to restore the energy to tlie 
battery that is used after cranking.

tion of the slobe 
at 
somewhat in 


excess ot 1.GOO.000,000. 
The four 


Central Powers—Germany, Austria- 
Hungary. Bulgaria 
and Turkey- 


have a combined population of 140,- 
000,000. 
Before the war broke out, 


Germany had 
colonies 
in 
Africa, 


Asia and elsewhere with a popula- 
tion of 14.000,000. These, however, 
have been of no aid to her in the 
conflict, and are now all lost. 


On the other hand, the 
Entente 


and other powers at war with Ger- 
many, supposing China 
drawn in, 


have a combined population, exclud- 
ing their colonies, of approximately 
800,000,000. 
But the 
colonies of 


the Entente Powers, are, if not do- 
ing tl eir share, at least by no means 
idle. 
Canada and Australia are 


fighting almost as is Great Britain 
herself. 
Algeria is doing her bit. 


and doing it nobly. India has sent 
troops to several different fields of 
lighting; to northeastern 'France, to 
Egypt, to the Sinaitic Peninsula and 
especially to Mesopotamia and Bag- 
dad. 


The population of all the Entente 


colonies and dependencies aggregate 
500,000,000, so the total population 
fighting on the allied side is no less 
than 1,400.000,000. 
The aggregate 


population of all the Entente Powers 
and their colonies is therefore ten 
times that of the Central Powers. 


The population of the countries 


not yet drawn into the war is com- 
paratively small. 
Those of South 


America "with their 50,000,000 are 
the 
largest. 
In 
Europe, Spain, 


Switzerland, Holland and the Scandi- 
navian countries are practically all 
that are left; in North America, Mex- 
ico and the Central American Re- 
publics; in Africa, only Abyssinia; 
in Asia. Afghanistan, Siam and Per- 
sia, and Persia, as a matter of fact, 
has been overrun in. part by Turkish 
and Russian troops. At least seven- 
eighths of all the inhabitants of the 
globe are today in warring countries. 
Never since modern civilization pre- 
vailed has so great a proportion of 
the people of "the world been en- 
gaged in war. 
It would seem as though it would 


be impossible for the 140,000,000 of 
rhe Central Empires to stand out 
long against the 1,400,000,000 of 
the Entente and Allies Powers. Only 
the fact that the population of the 
Central Powers is adjaeerrt and, as 
it were, all together 
has 
enabled 


them tc stand out,against the far 
1; rger but more scattered forces ar- 
rayed against them. 
Whether the smaller countries, es- 


pecially the European ones, will be 
drawn into the conflict or not, no 
one can tell. But all of them are to- 
day suffering to a limited extent, and 
some of them to a great extent, from 
the efiects of the war.
